OBNOVA, Bulgaria (UPD-So- 
viet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
said today that American forces 
sent into Thailand “will be driven 
out.’’ 
“It is only a question of time,** 
Khrushchev added. 
Speaking at a welcoming cere­ 
mony as he arrived in this col­ 
lective village tm his Bulgarian 
tour, Khrushchev also said the 
Soviet Union will resume nuclear 
testing. 
It was "stupidity”, Khrushchev 
said, to send United States troops 
into Thailand. 
“The President (Kennedy) has 
ordered 
American 
troops 
into 
Thailand,” Khrushchev said in 
reference to the American deci­ 
sion to help defend the borders of 
Thailand against any Communist 
encroachment from neighboring 
Laos. 
“However, the Americans will 
be drivel out of Thailand, It is 
only a question of time. They are 
afraid of not only losing Laos but 
also losing Thailand. The best 
thing the United States could do is 
to give up playing the role of in­ 
ternational policeman.”
